This issue contains a news release on 
Imperial Sizing Die Wax. The new pro- 
duct sample reached me some time ago 
and | have had some time to experiment 
with the stuff. It is interesting. 

Packed in a small flat tin the wax feels 
and appears to be a wax yet it does not 
act like most waxes. | am unable to give 


the chemical content of the material but 
it certainly works well. To date | have 
used it on many different calibers and it 
has performed at a high level on all 
cases. 

Offering ease of application, and con- 
venient storage, this wax is a welcome 
addition to my loading bench. As you 
know most of the sizing lubricants are 
either oily or sticky on the cases and on 
the hands of the user. Wiping can be a 
problem as can excess application of the 
lubricant. 

Imperial Sizing Die Wax eliminates 
many of these problems. Rubbing a bit of 
the wax on the fingers allows the case to 
be lubed without excess wax. If you care 
to lubricate the inside of the case neck 
just stick the neck into the wax a bit. Siz- 
ing is as normal as can be expected with 
any die. 

The beauty comes when the cases are 
wiped after the sizing is finished. It ap- 
pears to me that this product goes on 
and comes off easier than any other pro- 
duct on the market. Certainly there is no 
mess and the rag used for wiping ap- 
peared to last a lot longer than it did 
when an equal amount of cases were 
done with an oil type lubricant. Neat 
would adequately describe the reaction | 
had to this material.

Winchester was announced. Years 
went by before bench rest experimen- 
ters got this caliber cooking for 100, 
200 and 300 yard shooting. Twists all 
the way from 10 to 14 were tried with 
just about every kind of decent bullet 
available. Somehow everyone even- 
tually settled on a 14 twist with long 
168 grain bullets. I’m still not totally 
convinced this is correct. 

@ Thirty two competitors fired 100, 200, 
and 300 yard matches at a Staunton, 
Va. bench rest shoot on July 26 and 
27, 1952. Ernie Heflin from Camden, 
S.C. grabbed the 100 yard money and 
hardware. Ernie, incidentally, was well 
known for his invention of an enclosed 
powder scale rig which allowed him to 
add, adjust and dump a powder 
charge with great precision outside in 
a high wind. Homer Culver and his 
fiancee Edith Wenkenbach cleaned 
up at 200 and 300 yards. 

@ The DuBois, Pa. club put on a 200 yard 
night shoot. Match winners included 
Mrs. D.E. Barr, Mae Speary, John 
Schmidt, Linus Douglass and G.W. 
Schmidt. The thirty eight competitors 
were apparently trying to break some 
of the 200 yard records by taking ad- 
vantage of quiescent night conditions, 
but alas none did.

@ There were 800 official U.S. bench rest 


shooters and 29 affiliated clubs scat- 
tered around the country. 


@ Even though 5-10-100 and 5-10-200 


were accepted as the National Match 
courses of fire for heavy bench rifles, 
clubs continued to offer weird com- 
binations of five and ten shot matches. 
Novelty matches such as closest to 
center (one shot) and one center plus 
one in each corner of the target, with- 
out going over the border, were com- 
mon. 

In reading over the old bench rest 
shoot reports and other background 
material, we find names blazing in and 
fading out. We often wonder what 
made these men get the itch to com- 
pete so intensely and then what hap- 
pened to make them quit.

A 
new glass job would restore the ac- 
curacy of the rifle. | felt that the long bar- 
rel length was causing the problem. | 
had the barrel shortened to 20” but ac- 
curacy cannot be obtained.

The groups 
would string with three in one hole and 
two in another hole. | have decided to go 
back to the conventional method of bed- 
ding of the action and free floating the 
barrel. 

| have Warren Page’s book “‘The Ac- 
curate Rifle’? and on page 147 under 
bedding he talks about the correct 
method of bedding the recoil lug. The 
statement is made that the recoil lug 
should not contact its mortise at the bot- 
tom or the sides, but should be in con- 
tact as evenly as possible across its rear 
side. Is this the correct method of bed- 
ding in the recoil lug area of the Mauser 
98 action? In the past | have always bed- 
ded the rifle using Devcon F with the 
recoil lug area in contact with the recoil 
lug at all points. 

Any suggestions on bedding or im- 
proving the accuracy of this type of rifle 
would be appreciated. The caliber of this 
rifle is .222 Rem.

The Mauser 98 action is a difficult one 
to bed properly. With the flat bottom and 


sides dimensional changes in the 
receiver and stock will cause either 
binding or looseness depending on 
which way the changes go. All materials 
change dimensions due to atmospheric 
conditions. Even fiberglass and epoxy 
have small dimensional changes on their 
own. If the fiberglass and epoxy is 
enclosed in horse shoe shaped wood, 
such as the action mortise in a stock, the 
dimensional changes will be caused by 
a combination of the two materials, and 
will be considerably larger. 

My suggestion would be to repeat the 
barrel bedding procedure until you are 
successful. It is considerably easier to 
do and can be done over until success is 
attained. 

It is assumed that you are cleaning 
often and that fouling is not a part of the 
problem. It is also assumed that you 
have your scope mounted in such a way 
that interaction between the scope and 
the barreled action is not a problem.

The Australian Scene 


The S.S.A.A. (National) Benchrest 
Committee met during the Australian 
titles and many important decisions 
were made which effect our rules for 
Registered Tournaments. Rules to un- 
dergo change deal with the composition 
and standardization of the targets, wind 
indicators and the method of scoring for 
Hunter Class. All changes are felt to be a 
step in the right direction for the better- 
ment of the sport of group shooting. 

In an effort to standardize the targets it 
was resolved that all targets used in 
Registered Tournaments will be 
purchased from a central supply, thus 
ensuring colour and grade of paper. The 
other important decision in relation to 
targets was the design. It was resolved 
to still have the border lines around the 
record in which shots must be con- 
tained; but to eliminate the border on the 
sighter card. This area can now be of 
assistance to the shooter in lieu of just 
another way of disqualification for fail- 
ing to keep sighting shots inside the 
sighter card border on the now defunct 
target. The card will also have a centre 
line and all shots falling on the right 
hand side of the card, contained or not, 
will be classed as sighters. This move 
was applauded by most shooters as the 
whole purpose of a sighter card is to 
assist. It can now be so used. 

Hunter Class scoring also came under 
scrutiny and it was resolved that the five 
lowest scoring or non-scoring shots 
only be scored. Prior to this a competitor 
could fire shots outside the bull rings 
10-5 and keep shooting until a bull was

realized with a penalty of only one point 
per bull. 

Wind indicators were discussed at 
great length and samples of various in- 
dicators were exhibited on the range for 
practical demonstrations. The conven- 
tional flag consisting of a strip of 
material on a dowel stick was set up 
beside the foam coloured balls that were 
copied from similar structures in Austin. 
The final resolution was that the foam in- 
dicators may be used but it’s entirely up 
to the various ranges. The host club may 
post flags or indicators but does not 
allow competitors to place their own pet 
varieties and deugns. The minimum re- 
quirement is flags and they must be set 
at least every five benches. Ranges can 
place as many as they desire, of 
whatever form they decide, provided the 
indicators do not fall outside the 
minimum requirement. 

The H.!. Madden Memorial Trophy was 
discussed. It was decided that this 
should be a Perpetual Trophy with the 
winner of the 200 Yard Heavy Varmint 
Aggregate to be the recipient. At the end 
of the year in which the trophy was won 
a small keeper trophy would be 
awarded. This trophy will be eagerly 
sought by all benchrest shooters in this 
country as the late Harry Madden was 
held in high esteem throughout the 
shooting movement in Australia. He 
really earned the title of Father of 
Australian Benchresting. 

At this meeting an election for Chair- 
man was held and Neville Madden was 
re-elected. Mike Valentine was chosen

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by the delegates to be Nev’s deputy.

A PRIMER SEATING SURVEY 


In the February 1977 issue of P.S. we 
talked about the B-Square primer depth 
gauge. We indicated that this gauge 
would be used to check how different 
competitors use different priming 
methods and what kind of results they 
get. At the last match at Johnstown such 
a survey was carried out. 

No preconceived ideas or results were 
made before this check simply because 
of the wide degree of results obtained in 
the home shop with different priming 
tools, brass and primers. The results of 
the survey pointed to a number of in- 
teresting things. 

The check was made while the com- 
petitors were reloading for their next 
relay and they didn’t know the check 

, was going to be made until after the 
priming operation was completed. This 
was to prevent any additional care dur- 
ing priming and to get a true indication 
of the uniformity of primer seating 
when average attention to the operation 
is being given to reloading during a 
match. 

As it worked out, the majority of the 
competitors were using the Lee hand

primer tool at this match, so two things 
showed up. First, this primer tool is very 
popular with a lot of competitors and, 
second, the person doing the priming 
has a lot to do with the results with the 
same tool. Other competitors were using 
a wide range of priming tools and 
methods. 

Now, of course, there were different 
cases and primers being used, and the 
error in depth of pockets and height of 
primer cups were not checked. You can 
bug acompetitor a little during a match; 
but there has to be a limit. However, we 
learned a few things in the shop before 
the survey. Almost all makes of primers 
have the anvil protruding out of the cup 
before seating. Not all protrude the same 
amount. In addition, some anvils in some 
makes of primer have one edge of the 
anvil sticking out more than the other 
edge(s). As the primer is seated the anvil 
is straighted up when it makes contact 
with the bottom of the primer pocket. 
With enough pressure applied on the 
primer, the anvil is pushed into the cup 
til flush with the edge of the cup. The an- 
vil is forced deeper into the priming mix- 
ture. We’re not talking about a lot of 
movement; only a few thousandths. This

is recommended by at least one primer 
maker. 

The primer cup and anvil must be 
seated to the bottom of the primer 
pocket for proper ignition. The CCl 
Ballistics Laboratory reports that it takes 
an average of 53% greater firing pin 
blow to properly ignite the primer if the 
anvil and cup are not seated all the way. 
Not every rifle has a firing pin spring that 
can make up that 53%. Because not all 
primer pockets are the same depth, 
some primers are going to be very 
slightly crushed if all primers are the 
same depth below the head of the case. 

In talking with these competitors who 
were using Sako cases for the Pal- 
misano-Pindell PPC cartridge, they 
indicated that these cases have very 
uniform pocket depths. | have checked a 
number of lots of new cases of the 
Remington, Winchester and Federal 
makes and found that most of any lot will 
have a .002” range, with a case showing 
up now and then of .003”. This indicates 
that if primer seating uniformity is held 
to .001’’, some slight degree of crushing 
is taking place. This doesn’t seem to 
hurt a thing as long as it isn’t excessive. 
In fact, the ‘‘Good Ole Beys”’ of CCI indi- 
cate in their little booklet ‘Primer Poin- 
ters’’ that some slight crushing is desira- 
ble. As they point out, pockets in the 
case head are not all the same depth. If 
we are seating with good uniformity, 
some very slight crushing has to be tak- 
ing place if we are to seat all primers to 
the bottom of the primer pocket. It also 
indicates that we could have a small 
range of error when checking with the 
B-Square gauge and still have perfect 
seating. 

Should we be checking and selecting 
cases for uniform primer pocket depths 
as we do for weight and capacity? | 
don’t think it’s necessary. The cases we 
are getting today are as uniform as they 
have to be in my opinion. We might gain 
some slight amount of accuracy with an

initial check and removal of those that 
have an error of over .002’’. But you’ll be 
hard pressed to prove it makes a 
difference in group size. 

Competitor No. 3 had .002” error; 
From .001’ below the head of the case to 
.001"" above the head. In one case, he 
had a primer .003” above the head of the 
case. The firing pin in his rifle had to 
drive the primer into the pocket at least 
.004” before ignition took place. Maybe 
that didn’t hurt his group, but it surely 
will not help his rifle’s performance. 

*Competitors No. 10 and No. 12 were 
both using a Lee tool that has been 
modified by Bob Adamowicz. Bob makes

up this modification for the Lee primer 
tool for $17.00. As can be seen, it is very 
effective with zero error for one and 
.0005” for the other. The co-ax priming 
method is also used in the Hart priming 
tool and the Culver tool as well as in 
Bonanza reloading tools. There may be 
others I’ve missed. 

The results of the survey pointed up 
some interesting things. First, different 
competitors get different results with the 
same primer tool, cases and primers. 
This shows up with the Lee tool and the 
Ferguson. The Ferguson tool has a stop 
adjustment for primer pin travel, but both 
competitors No. 14 and No. 15 had the 


stop backed off and were feeling the 
primer bottom out. 

With the exception of competitor No. 
3, all primers were at least .001”" below 
the head of the case. Some were uniform 
to within .001”, but .005’’-.006” below 
the head, indicating that they were 
crushing the primer slightly. 

| have shot matches with these com- 
petitors for a number of years. Some of 
them are always among the top scorers 
and are in the habit of taking home 
awards. And the most interesting fact, 
perhaps the only fact, learned from this 
survey is that the people that win or 
place at almost all matches seat primers 
with great uniformity. They seat primers 
with no more error than .001” case after 
case. |’m not indicating that as the 
reason they are winners. | am indicating, 
as in all reloading operations and shots 
fired during their relay, they pay atten- 
tion to details. Everything is the same. 
They check over their rifles, their scopes 
and brass before a match. Everything is 
maintained the same. They make few 
mistakes in judging range conditions or 
reloading operations. And if that fact is 
taken to heart, nothing but better groups 
and scores will result.
